Wednefday arrived the thip Commerce, Whippey, in 
fg days from St, Kitts, The following is extracted from 
her log book ; 

# Sailed the 4th O@ober from Liverpool, and after ex- 

ieacing feveral fevere gales, was obliged to bear away 
forthe Weft-Indies on the 10th Dec. having loft our bow. 
fprit, and being much fhattered in our rigging. Dec. 28, 
in Gght of Antigua, was brought to by a Fréuch privateer, 
who ordered us to fend our boat on board, we affured 
them our boat was fo leaky the would not fwim; they 
again infifted on the boat's coming; at this we hoifted out 
our bost, and fent her, with two hands to bail, in order 
to keep her from finking; it was with great difficulty that 
they could reach the privateer: they immediately fent the 
boat back with two armed men, who ordered the boat te 
return with feveral of our crew ; they did not reach the pri- 
yateer the fecond time before the boat funk, and it was 
with great difficulty that we faved the people in the boat. 

“The privateer’s men then boarded us, with piftols, 
drawn cutlaffes, dec, and drove all our crew on board the 
privateer, except the captain, two mates, and one feaman, 
and ordered the fhip for Gaudaloupe, leaving on. board 
the prize-mafter and eight men; at dark, the prize mafter 
atdered the captain and mates into the cabin, not allowing 
us to have a light; at 7 in the evening, difcovered a fhip 
to windward; the prize-mafter immediately hauled to 
port, and kept the thip before the wind ; we got @ light in the 
cabin, and held it to the window, in order that the hip in 
chafe might keep fight of us; they foon after fired a gun, 
and brought us to; fhe proved 40 be the U. S. frigate In- 
fargente, Capt.. Murray, who ordered us for St, Kitts, 
where we arrivéd the day following, The privateer 
tude her efcape.” 

Thurfday arrived thip Charlotte, John Greenfield, Maf- 
ter, in 67 days from Hamburgh. Left there the thip Ham- 
ion, of Baltimore, J. Gardner, for London: and the 
thip Mary-Aan, Stewart, for Philadelphia. 


December 10, in let, 48, 95, north, and long. 7, 30, 
welt, was bagrded by an Englith thip called the Mercury, 
Capt. Rogers, from Newfoundia d, bound to England ; 
and afier firing 4 fhot as dire& at ine as poffibie, he fent 
his boat on board; snd after they had taken command of 
the thip, in wearing, luffing, and keeping away, they 
made out to carry away my fore-tep-maft by the cap, and 
fore-top-gallant-maft ; and as they thought it would be toe 
much trouble for them to get another up, they let me ge 
after three hours deteation. This fame thip had two 
American brigs that fhe had taken on her paffage; one 
was from Baltimore, and the other I could not learn where 

was fiom; but the officer that came on board told me 
they had fome New-York papers out of one of the brigs, 


December 27, in lat. 45, 28, north, and long. ge, 96, 
welt, {poke the thip Brothers, of Glafgow, Captaio John 
Wylie, 59 days from Jamaica, bound te Glafgow, who 
had loft his main-maft, his fore and mizen-top-mafts, jib- 
boom, and his rudder, and the thip with eight feet of wa- 
terinthe hold, The Captain requefted to be taken out 
with his crew; and though it was blowing a gale of wind, 
eight of his men came along fide, and after they had got 
ou board, the boat ftove to pieces ; and dire@ly after, my 
Cerpenter,. by the name of Adam Dill, of Philadelphia, 
fell over board, and was drowned. On the sth I run 
vp along fide of the wreck, got my {mall boat out, fent 
her along fide, and brought the remainder of the crew on 
board, which made feventeen in number, and fome pro- 


vifions. On the agth, it coming on to blow, I left the 
wreck with the water up to the lower deck.

They at length caught him, 
and carried him away above half a mile, and quiie out of 
fight of the dead body, but he got from there by a fudden 
fpring and ran back again, 1 had the curiofity to return 
to fee his behavior, I found him taking hold of the fol- 
dier’s hand, pulling it, and barking inceffanily. In this 
fituation I left the poor animal, I was told next morning 
by a dragoon, who came that way, that after the pioneers 
had buried hie mafter, he had fcratched the fand, .and 
made a hole large enough to hold himfelf, where he con- 
tinaed for the whole day of the 3d, until one man, more 
croel, or more kind (1 know not which) than the re@, put 
an end to his exiftence, by Knocking him on the head with 
the batt end of his mufket.”’
